2. Applicant argues that the prior art fails to disclose; "visually indicating the grouping of predicates using at least one of indenting 
the grouped predicates relative to other predicates of the search condition; positioning the grouped predicates adjacent to each other; and 
delineating the group with parenthesis or an equivalent symbol in the same display area that a search condition is depicted" 

Examiner respectfully disagrees. (See Final Office Action dated 07/25/2006, Page 12, Response to Argument 1). 

3. Applicant argues that the prior art fails to disclose; "how predicates differentiating predicates in groups". 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, It Is noted that the features 
upon which applicant relies (how predicates difFerentiating predicates In groups) are not recited In the rejected claim(s). Although the 
claims are Interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See in re Van Geuns, 988 
F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. CIr. 1993).. 
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
